20. (New) A method for producing a light-emitting semiconductor device, said 
method comprising: 

forming a substrate; 

forming a buffer layer on said substrate; 

forming an N-layer of N-type nitrogen-III Group compound semiconductor satisfying 
the formula Al x GayIni_ x _yN, inclusive of x=0, y=0 and; x= y=0; 

forming a P-layer of P-type nitrogen-III Group compound semiconductor satisfying 
formula Al x GayInj_ x- yN; and 

forming between said N-layer and said P-layer an intervening layer of nitrogen-III 
Group compound semiconductor satisfying the formula Al x GayIni_ x _yN, said intervening 

layer being doped with a P-type dopant. \V 1^ 
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21. (New) The method according to claim 20, wherein said intervening layer 
comprises a Zn-doped layer. 
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
